Patrol  Officers  James  R.  Thompson  and  Jerry  S.  Wilkerson  completed 
the  ninety-one-hour  Firearms  Instructor  Course  at  the  Montana  Law 
Enforcement  Academy  in  Bozeman,  Montana.

SCHOOL  BUS  INSPECTIONS 


A  vital  function  of  the  Highway  Patrol  is  the  semi-annual 
inspection  of  school  buses.   Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
school  term,  every  school  bus  receiving  state  subsidy  in 
Montana  is  inspected  to  determine  if  it  meets  the  minimum 
standards  for  school  buses  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education.   All  buses  are  inspected  again  during  the  second 
half  of  the  school  term. 

Buses  not  meeting  the  minimum  standards  are  re-inspected 
when  the  deficiency  has  been  corrected.   Compensation  will 
not  be  paid  until  the  bus  is  approved.   In  1979,  the  Highway 
Patrol  made  3,816  inspections  of  school  buses.

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  purchased  ninety-four  patrol  cars 
consisting  of  fifty-eight  Chrysler  Newports  and  thirty-six 
Dodge  St.  Regis.   Two  new  features  for  the  1979  vehicles  are 
rear  seat  speakers,  and  60/4  0  front  seats. 

One  hundred-twenty-six  "Unitrols",  Electronic  Siren  and  P. A. 
Units,  were  obtained  for  the  year.   Of  the  126  "Unitrols", 
ninety  were  purchased  and  the  remaining  thirty-six  were 
obtained  by  trading-in  the  Federal  P. A.  units. 

Twenty-five  General  Electric  radios  were  purchased.   All  of 
these  have  four  frequencies  and  repeater  capabilities. 

During  19  79,  some  of  the  older  weapons  were  replaced  with 
thirty  new  Remington  Wingmaster  Shotguns.

In  the  course  of  a  day's  work,  patrolmen  recorded  7,4  78  varied 
services  for  the  motoring  public  such  as:   assisting  stalled 
motorists,  changing  flat  tires,  and  finding  lost  children  that 
were  left  behind  at  a  rest  stop. 

1,324  rest  area  checks  were  made  to  assist  people  in  distress 
and  also  to  prevent  and  detect  acts  of  vandalism. 

Patrolmen  recorded  460  emergency  medical  and  blood  runs.
